Lloydminster 
Oil Field 
Output Rises 


Oil production | in the Lloyd- 
minster field amounted to ap- 
proximately 172,188 barrels dur- 
ing August, or roughly an aver- 
age of 5,554 barrels a day, ac- 
cording to a preliminary report 
of the Lloydminster Petroleum 
association. 

Production in August showed a 
slight increase over July when 171,- 
220 were produced for a daily aver- 
age of 5,523 barrels from a field to- 
tal of 245 wells. 

A breakdown of totals for July 
showed that on the Saskatchewan 
side of the field 95,406 barrels for a 
daily average of 3,077 barrels from 
141 wells. 

In comparison, the Alberta side 
had produced 75,816 barrels for a 
daily average of 2,445 barrels from 
104 wells. 

Figures showed, however, that Al- 
berta led in average well preduction 
with 729 barrels per well during the 
month compared with an average 
production of 676 barrels per well 
from the Saskatchewan producers 
over the same period. 

It was learned from the report the 
net total refinery deliveries for the 
first seven months of 1950 amounted 
to 1,072,140 barrels, of which 589,- 
861 barrels had been produced in 
Saskatchewan and 482,279 barrels in 
Alberta.

Electronic Brains Save 
Thousands of Hours of Labor Wat

Industry for the first time has ac- 
cess to the newest mathematical 
automaton, the Claude Neon Reac, a 
startling post-war development of 
the Special Devices centre of the Of- 
fice of U.S. Naval Research, The 
navy has lifted its top-secret, high- 
priority rating on this “electronic 
brain”. 

The Reacs, worth a million dollars, 
already have proven their practica- 
bility to navy problem solvers as well 
as to a restricted selection of co-op- 
erating industrial plants, 

Now, any firm or university can 
purchase Reac units at from $17,000 
to $35,000. They are no larger than 
five office filing cabinets, and can be 
plugged into an electric outlet and 
set immediately to work. 

Developed for the navy under 
Harry D. Belock in the New York 
laboratories of the Reeves Instru- 
ment corporation, Reac is the coded 
form for the Reeves Electronic Ana- 
log Computer, 

Belock’s invention solves problems 
30 times faster than old non-mechan- 
ical methods. In one case, Reac pro- 
duced a complex answer in 108 man- 
days against an estimated 11 years 
required by ordinary computation. 

Another example of what this sin- 
gle line of post-war navy research 
has done for private industry was 
the solution of a problem by Reac at 
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Latest fashion is the “guitar look”, 
Just the thing for the heroine of a 
cowboy movie!

a probable $73,725 if it were worked 
out otherwise. These computers cut 
such operational costs by an average 
95 per cent. 


Thanks to navy development and 
release of the “electronic brain”, in- 
dustry has an instrument which 
makes economically feasible the solu- 
tion to a wide range of the most in- 
tricate mathematical problems con- 
fronting research and engineering 
groups. 

In the automotive field it solves 
problems in the performance of in- 
ternal combustion engines, ignition, 
carbureter development work and 
improvement in a car’s riding ability. 
In civil engineering it computes and 
solves problems with respect to 
bridge vibrations and stress analyses. 

The Reac likewise simulates actual 
plant processes for automatic indus- 
trial controls and supplies valuable 
data in the field of hydro-dynamics 
relating to hull design, underwater 
“drag” and estimation of friction. 


The “electronic brain” tests air- 
planes before they are built, automo- 
biles before they are assembled, and 
chemical processes before they are 
put into operation, Designs that will 
give the optimum performance can 
be determined without actually build- 
ing an aircraft or even a model. 

Only 12 minutes are necessary to 
set equations for Reac, very much 
like plugging in a télephone switch- 
board. The results instantly appear 
on @ graph drawn by an inked pen 
on paper in the plotting board, or on 
a six-channel graph recorder, 

As the patient Dr. Belock explains 
it for the layman: “You say to the 
computer, ‘I’m an airplane.’ Then 
you hook up an automatic pilot which 
will fly the Reac just as it would fly 
modern aircraft 10,000 feet above the 
earth’s surface, 

“During such a flight any ‘bugs’ 
in the design or operation become 
apparent and can be rectified by a 
mere twist of Reac dials, This saves 
time and money, since it makes ex- 
pensive models and trial designs un- 
necessary,” Belock points out. 

Expanding the miracle of mechani- 
cal computing, you can appeal to 
Reac that “your wings are iced’ or 
that “anti-aircraft fire has struck 
your tail.” Reac then will show the 
exact performance of your unbuilt 
plane, simulated as flying under any 
conceivable condition that you feed 
into its dials,

HE following are particulars on 

mortar and flashing required for 
brick chimney: 
A good mixture for a mortar for 
building chimneys is 1 part of ce- 
ment, 1 part hydrated lime and 5 
parts of screened sand. These three 
ingredients are mixed thoroughly in 
the dry state and then only sufficient 
water is added to make a mixture of 
proper consistency for use under the 
trowel. To build a first class single 
brick chimney, it is always advisable 
to put in a glazed tile flue lining. 
This lining makes a smooth passage 
for the smoke and prevents creosote 
from attacking the mortar. When 
laying brick around a flue lining, 
however, it is necessary not to lay 
the brick in close contact with the 
flue lining as room must be left for 
expansion when the flue lining heats 
up. It would do harm to have some 
of the mortar squeezed out from be- 
tween the bricks touching the flue 
lining, though solid contact between 
the bricks and the flue lining must 
be avoided, Space for expansion 
need probably not be over 1-16 of an 
inch,

for chimneys. The letter “A” shows 
the saddle, the flanges of which run 
under the shingles as indicated by 
the dotted line: “B” shows the apron 
on the lower side of the chimney, 
which is put in place first. The piece 
“C” is then installed and fitted 
around the chimney as shown by the 
dotted lines. The piece “D” is then 
put over this and also fitted against 
the side of the brick work. The side 
flashing pieces ‘‘F” and “G" are then 
installed so as to overlap the strip 
“D” by at least 2 to 3 inches. 


In fitting flashing to a chimney the 
usual procedure is to rake out the 
mortar to a depth of 1% inches and 
then fit the metal into the joint and 
replace the mortar with fresh ma- 
terial over the metal, Copper makes 
probably the best material for flash- 
ing, the second choice is sheet zinc, 
then galvanized iron. The chimney 
in the drawing is cut away showing 
the flue lining in place.

B.C. Fishing 
Industry Loses 
$10 Million 


VANCOUVER. — The British 
Columbia fishing industry has 
lost $10 millions in anticipated 
income, it is estimated. This is 
due to the famed Adams Lake 
run of sockeye salmon being a 
failure. Out of an estimate of 10 
million fish that would school at 
the mouth of the Fraser, only 
about two million appeared. 

Under the International Salmon 
Fisheries Committee arrangement, 
Canadian fishermen would have se- 
cured about four millions of the 
salmon, Instead, they got 700,000 
worth about $1 million at the can- 
neries, That cut the estimated pack 
to the same extent, with a loss of 
more than 350,000 48-lb. cases to the 
pack, and a corresponding drop in 
shore-workers’ income. 

Fishermen and canneries alike had 
looked forward to the four-year cycle 
run of Adams Lake sockeyes to bring 
them their biggest cash harvest in 
recent years. 

, Some $500,000 had been laid out 
on special gear this season. 
Fishermen had been heavily staked 
by Chandlers, grocers who expected 
big season. Fifty boats bought big 
nets worth $8,000 each, but many 
nets came up with only seaweed and 
a few dozen fish. 


One theory is that the disaster is 
the aftermath of the big weather 
shift last winter. Ocean currents 
may have crowded fish to the Alaska 
shore where the U.S. catch was up, 


as was Canadian northern inlet 
catch. But this doesn’t account for 
all fish. 


Out of the school, some 500,000 
fish were allowed to escape up the 
Fraser to spawn. 


Board Set Up 
To Administer 
Sask. Honey 


REGINA.— The provisional honey 
board have taken office to administer 
the Saskatchewan honey marketing 
plan effective from Sept. 25, a bureau 
of publications release announced. 
The plan was approved earlier by a 
73 per cent. affirmative vote of the 
commercial honey producers of the 
province, 

Members of the provisional board, 
all commercial honey producers, are

Income Of 
Farmers Show 
Sharp Drop 


OTTAWA.—Canadian farmers 
got higher prices for wheat and 
livestock in the first half of 1950, 
but the amount of cash income 
they earned in that period was 
sharply below the cash they got 
in the first half of 1949. 


The bureau of statistics has report- 
ed that cash income from the sale of 
farm products totalled $870,516,000 
in the 1950 period—a drop of 18.6 
per cent. from the $1,069,405,000 
earned the previous year, and 5.9 per 
cent, below the $925,008,000 earned 
in the six months of 1949, 

Most of the reduction had nothing 
to do with prices. The bigger in- 
come in the 1949 period was due to 
the fact that the government then 
announced a 20-cent-a-bushel increase 
in the price it was paying for west- 
ern wheat delivered to the Canadian 
wheat board. The payment, sending 
the initial wheat price from $1.55 to 
$1.75, covered all wheat delivered to 
the board since 1945, 

Thus, a farmer who had been de- 
livering steadily to the board since 
1945 got unusually heavy payments 
during the first half of 1949. He re- 
ceived his normal payments during 
the first half of 1950. 

The bureau said cash income from 
the sale of wheat in 1950 was up as 
a result of both higher initial prices 
and increased marketings, Smaller 
markets and lower initial prices re- 
duced income from coarse grains. 


With the exception of hogs, income 
from livestock was higher. Cash in- 
come from this source totalled $389,- 
400,000, an increase of 10.4 per cent. 
over the 1949 figure of $352,800,000. 

Dairy products income, estimated 
at $153,700,000, was seven per cent. 
below the 1949 total of $165,000,000. 
Some of the decline was attributed 
to lower prices for eggs. 


Because of the smaller payments 
made to western wheat farmers in 
the 1950 period, the prairie bore most 
of the cash-income decline, 

The bureau said in the case of 
Saskatchewan, the drop in income 
amounted to almost 50 per cent., in 
Manitoba 44 per cent. and, in Alberta, 
33 per cent.
